DIVORCE CASE 


APPEAL SUIT 
FAILS

BELFAST, Monday. 
A LLEGATIONS that the parties in a 


Northern divorce suit which had 

successfully passed through the Courts 
and gained the Legislative sanction of the 
Northern Parliament, had conspired to attain 
the divorce by fraud, were made in a judg- 
ment given by Lord Justice Andrews in the 
Court of Appeal, Belfast, to-day. 

The appeal was brought by John Freeman 
Sumner, 24 Eglinton Feall. Donnybrook, 
Dublin, against an order of the Lord Chief 
Justice refusing an application for discovery 
of documents in an action brought against 
him by his ex-wife, Ethel Alicia Nuan, 28° 
Ranfurley avenue, Bangor, to recover £261 
8s., amount of costs of a deed of settlement 
made by the parties following the divorce 
by the wife of the husband and the affirma- 
tion of the divorce by Parliament. 

Lord Justice Andrews said that the appeal 
nrose from an order of the Lord Chief Justice, 
dated July 6 last, by which the defendant's 
motion that the plaintiff should make dis- 
covery of documents was refused. The action 
was brought to recover £251 8s., the amount 
of the taxed bill of costs of and incidental 
to the preparation and completion of a deed 
of settlement dated October 3, 1933, made 
between the defendant of the first part, the 
plaintiff, who was then the wife of the de- 
fendant, of the second part, and Ernest 
M‘Millen and Alex. C. Browne of the third 
part, which costs were alleged to be due 
and payable under an agreement made be- 
tween the defendant and the plaintiff on 
March 10, 1935. 

That agreement contained recitals that un- 
happy differences had arisen between the 
plaintiff and defendant, and that on Decem- 
ber 16, 1932, a decree for divorce was granted 
by the Lord Chief Justice to the plaintiff, 
and that the defendant had agreed to make 
provision for the support and maintenance 
of the plaintiff and her daughter. The 
agreement further provided that the de- 
fendant should pay the costs of the divorce 
both in the Courts and Parliament and the 
costs of the deed of settlement. It was upon 
that clause that the plaintiff's claim was 
based. 


THE DEFENCE 


The defence to the action, in addition to 
» traverse of the agreement, contained the 
following remarkable paragraph :— 

“If the defendant agreed to pay the 
costs claimed in this action or any costs 
on behalf of the plaintiff, the said agree- 
ment was entered. into in pursuance of 
a collusive bargain to make a settlement 
on the plaintiff and provide for the costs 
thereof as part of an arrangement made 
between the plaintiff and the defendant 
whereby the defendant agreed to assist the 
plaintiff in obtaining a divorce in the 
Courts of Justice and Parliament of 
Northern Ireland by supplying evidence 

of misconduct to plaintiff and her advisers 
on which proceedings might be maintained, 
and the defendant did supply such evi- 
dence and assisted the plaintiff to obtain 
said divorce.”

" “In my opinion, therefore, the Lord Chief 
Justice’s discretion was not fettered by the 
authorities to which Serjeant Sullivan referred, 
and I have not the slightest hesitation in say- 
ing that it was properly exercised. . 

‘A court of justice ought not, in my 
opinion, to assist a party in an attempt to 
establish his own allegation of his own fraud. 
Especially, it seems to me, should this be so 
when, as in the present case, such fraud is 
alleged to have been practised upon the very 
Court whose assistance is invoked, and which, 
even if the fraud were established, would be 
to restore in its entirety the status quo which 
existed before the commission of the alleged 
rat |.

POLICE ENTER BY SECRET 7 
PASSAGE 


A secret Communist printing press, for 
which they have been searching for many 
months, has at last been discovered by the 
Sofia police, states Reuter. . 

It was in the Mara Buneva quarter. 

The press was thoroughly modern, and was 
driven by electricity. It was in a cellar 
beneath an old house inhabited by a war 
cripple and his family. The only access to 
the cellar is through a narrow passage five 
yards long. 

This passage led from another cellar, and 
its entrance was cunningly concealed by a 
sliding door. ‘The men working the press. 
obtained air through a hole leading outside 
the house. The end of the hole was hidden 
by a pile of bricks. 

When the police discovered the press there 

was nobody at work; for the operators were 
men engaged in jobs during the day, and 
worked for their party at night. 
This is the second secret press discovered 
recently in the same neighbourhood, and the 
police believe that no other Communist press 
of importance now exists in Bulgaria.

BIRTH RATE’S LOW

ARRIAGES in Australia in 1933 
M totalled 46,595, the highest figure 
since 1929, writes Renter from Can- 

berra. The ages of the brides ranged from 
14 years to 88 years and of the bridegrooms 
from 16 to 90. ' 
The birth rate for 1933 of 16.78 per 1,000 
of the population was the lowest ever re- 
corded, but the number of deaths of children 
under one year—4,397—was also the lowest, 
and was, with the exception of New Zealand. 
the lowest in the world. 
In a special bulletin the Commonwealth 
Statistician (Mr. McPhee) points out that. of 
every 1,000 children born, 40 died when less 
than one year old, compared. with New 
Zealand's 32; so that, though the Australian 
figure had dropped in the last five years 
from 51 to 40, there was still room for 
further improvement. 
During 1933 there were 111.269 births 
registered, compared with 110,933 in 1932. 
Though the Australian birth rate is low, so is 
the death rate, and the excess of births over 
deaths is relatively high. 
One mother in every 95 gave birth to 
twins or triplets, and there were 11 cases of 
triplets during the year. In three cases a 
child born was the eighteenth child of the 
marriage, In six the seventeenth, and in 20 
the sixteenth. 


‘The average family per mother was, how- 
ever, 2.89, compared with 2.95 in 1931 and 


The most pee age for bridegrooms 
was 25 and for brides 21, but the most 
frequent combination was a bride of 21 and a 
bride room of 23. The average of brides 
was 25 and the bridegrooms 29. 

There were 59,117 deaths registered during 
1935, a rate of 8.92 per 1,000, which, though 
higher than the previous three years, was 
the fourth lowest ever recorded in Australia. 
The lowest, 8.59, was in 1930. 

Heart disease caused 20.3 per cent. of the 
deaths, cancer 11.8 per cent., and pneumonia 
6.7 per cent., the next most important cause 
being violence (including suicide) 6.5 per cent, 
Twenty-six centenarians died (11 males and 
15 females), the ages ranging from 100 to 
106 years. 

The population of 6,656,912 at the end of 
1935 represented a growth of 900,772 since 
1925. Of this gain, natural increase con- 
tributed 77} per cent. and net immigration 
225 per cent. The increase of population 
in 1935 was 52,595, a rate of 0.79 per cent. 
With the exception of 243 persons, the 
whole of the increase was due to excess of 
births over deaths. At that rate of increase 
it would take 88 years for Australia’s 
population to double itself. The average 
increase for the last 10 years, however, was 
about 1.5 per cent.; and at this rate the 
population would be doubled in 48 years. 
Australia’s rate of increase in the past 
10 years was 15 per 1,000 per annum, equa] 
to that of the United States. The next 
highest rate was Asia, 10, which was the 
average for the whole world.

GODS INVOKED FOR. 
RAIN 


———— 
DROUGHT FEARED IN 
SOUTH INDIA 


A serious situation owing to the failure 
of the monsoon rains and consequent drought 
is reported to be developing on the western 
side of the South India peninsula, and the 
gods are being invoked to send rain. 

Wells that supplied water for irrigation 
and domestic use have dried up, grain is 
becoming increasingly scarce, and there is 
hardly any food leit for the cattle, writes 
Reuter from Poona. The State of Mysore is 
particularly affected. 

Picturesque religious rites 
observed in the hope that the gods will pro- 
vide rain. In one part nine Brahmins learned 
in the Hindu Vedas (sacred books) have been 
standing chest deep in water for six hours 
a day chanting ‘‘ manthras,” or quotations 
from the Vedas, to Indra, the god who is 
said to control the rain. 

The Brahmins hope that at the end of the 
twelfth day, which will complete the period 
prescribed for the rite, rain will fall in 
abundance, as it did in 1904 and 1918, when 
serious droughts “broke” after similar 
ceremonies had been held.

sketch of the foundation and work of the 
Boy Messenger Service, with which he. is 
connected. 

There is no doubt. said Mr. Mongan, that 
in the world of to-day speedy service is an 
ideal. Behind the messenger service .is the 
spirit of Mercury, that winged messenger of 
the ancient gods. To-day his modern coun- 
terparts, those keen-eyed lads in their smart 
blue uniforms, pill-box caps and silver star 
badges, have definitely banished the stigma 
which heretofore was associated with the 
title, “‘messenger bov.” The new messenger 
ee | service recruits its bovs from Scout organisa- 
á | tions. These lads come from good class 

families, who realise that the service is but a 
stage in the lad’s life, wherein he acquires 
‘the virtues of discipline, personal smartness, 
and, most important of all, esprit-de-corpa, 
ail All business men would realise the vast 
meee importance of these qualities, and what a 

eet. | i tremendous influence they could exert for 
good or ill on the after-life of the boy. Prior 
to the formation of the service the problem 
of firmly instilling these qualities in the 
average boy was to some extent a difficult 
one, because, even with the best of intentions, 
his parents, schoolmaster or scoutmaster had 
the boy under their eyes for more or less 
limited periods. 


3 AIMS OF THE SERVICE

senger for every need,” and also to train 
boys in such a manner that they will not only 
| be a great credit to the organisation, but a 
still greater credit to themselves. 

The usefulness of the service from both a 
private and a commercial point of view is 
unbounded. In actual fact, the service caters 
for the people from the cradle to the grave, 
and the greater the number of your problems 
the more they ean help you. 

The service method of operation, since it is 
subject to maximum supervision, leaves 
nothing to chance. A boy who does well in 
the service will not only receive every assist- 
ance from the service to obtain permanent 
employment when he grows beyond the 
messenger stage, but, by the varied nature of 
his peripatetic work, will himself have unusual 
ms a ar of finding suitable openings.

FAT CATTLE PRICES 


TO THR EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sra,—The ‘improved price for fat cattle, 
six months and upwards, provided for in the 
legislation promoted by the Minister for 
Agriculture, comes into force on November 
ist... In view of that fact, it is well to 
suggest that farmers who propose offering 
such cattle for sale at the Dublin Market 
next Thursday, or at any other market or 
fair in the Free State, might be well advised 
to hold over their stock until the new scheme 
of increased price begins to operate. 
From the reports of the Dublin Market 
last Thursday it is noted that victuallers and 
others bought more than their usual number 
in anticipation of the higher price, and they 
effected these purchases without any marked 
appreciation in values. 
No doubt, there may be a tendency to 
further increased purchasing at next Thurs- 
day’s market without any great advance in 
quotations, with the result that farmers 
disposed to sell might do so at prices show- 
ing a loss of money by unds per head 
lower than would be realised by the minimum 
rate provided for sales on November Ist. 
This minimum is 25s. per cwt. live weight, 
but, while the price must not lower than 
that, it should be borne in mind that farmers 
are not limited to it, and may demand higher 
rates. The minimum of 25s. per cwt. applies 
also to fat cattle bought for export as well 
as for the victualling trade, and applies at 
all fairs and markets all over the Free State.

TONING DOWN THE LAW 


Miss Darby (Kildare) said that the Chil- 
dren Acts of 1908 and 1929 would have to 
be considerably toned down and modified for 
application to young people in such a com- 
paratively crimeless country as Ireland. The 
tendency to stigmatise a youth as a criminal, 
or as a criminal in embryo, by bringing him 
before a Court, even where no offence had 
been committed, or by removing him in the 
care or custody of Guards, should be care- 
fully avoided. The fact that a child had for 
any reason been brought before a Court had 
an adverse psychological effect on the child, 
and also on any potential employers, and on 
the general public all through his life. 

A member of the Commission (Dr. Mary 
O'Leary) said that previous evidence indi- 
cated that there was an inundation of appli- 
cations from employers for girls whom they 
had trained. 

The Chairman said that he had not come 
across any case where a child had suffered in 
after-life because he had been in an industrial 


school, 
ENVIRONMENT 
Miss Catherine M. Mahon [North Tip- 


rary), on the question of committal of the 
children, said: “ There are disadvantages in 
the method of committal through a vigilance 
committee, Parents from whom children have 
to be taken by force might cause Immense 
trouble.

| Mr. J. B. O'Driscoll (North Tipperary) 
said he believed children should be treated 
in three ways—in reformatories, orphanages 
and juvenile homes. These institutions should 
be run by nuns or religious brothers. He 
believed religious bodies were better for this 
work than lay organisations. 

In the reformatories should be children who 
have shown criminal inclination. The refor- 
matories should be maintained and controlled 
by the State. Orphanages should be avail- 
able for orphans, deserted children and those 
whose parents were unable to care for them 
properly. ‘‘ These institutions should be run 
more on the style of the boarding school and 
less on the Civil Service method of the.county 
home and the mental hospital.” The juvenile 
homes should be set up for mentally defec- 
tive children under 15 years of age, and 
financed on the same basis as the orphanages. 
50 per cent. of the cost borne by the County 
Council of the district from which the child 
comes and the other 50 per cent. borne by the 


State. 
SOCIETY’S SUGGESTIONS 


Mr. John W. Storey gave evidence on 
behalf of the National Society for Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children. He advanced fifteen 
suggestions from reports received from the 
society’s inspectors and honorary secretaries. 

Some suggestions were: The age at which 
children are discharged from schools, particu- 
larly where the parents or guardians are not 
desirable, should be raised from 16 to 18, 
when they are “fit to face the world and 
resist temptation.” The power of detention 
of the ‘‘ unwanted” child, or child with no 
relatives, should be used at the discretion 
of the manager. There should be distinction 
between committals and subsequent grading 
of good and bad children, who are at present 
all sent to the same schools, because respect- 
able orphan children have been sent to the 
same school with refractory children. Escort 
of children to schools should be carried out 
by officers in plain clothes. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS 


Madame Maud Gonne MacBride said that 
children came out of industrial schools with 
habits of deceit and lying, and had no 
initiative. They were not able to take care 
of themselves as a child brought up in the 
rough-and-tumble of ordinary outside life 
would be, She had been told also that quite 
a number of unmarried mothers were products 
of the industrial school system. 

The Chairman said that the last ee 
was quite untrue. The percentage of indus- 
trial school girls who went wrong was very 
small compared with the total. 

Madame MacBride said she had been rather 
alarmed at the number of new industrial 
schools opened. Se: 

The Chairman stated that no new industrial 
schools had been opened in the Free State 
for eleven years. 

Continuing, the witness said that family 
life should not be lightly destroyed. here, 
as a result of unemployment, parents were 
unable to feed, clothe and house their 
children properly, money should be given to 
enable them to do so. oney paid from the 
rates for the maintenance of such children 
in institutions would be better expended ní 
iven to the mother of the children to pro- 
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vide for them at home.

JULIUS CESAR ” 


Phe Gate Theatre began its winter season 


from the producer's point of view, is one of 
the most ambitious that it has ever at- 
tempted. ‘‘Julius Casa,” if it is to be 
done properly, tust keep cn reminding the 
audienc: of the presence cf the crowd—for 
the crowd, with its blind prejudices and 
sudden changes of heart. is one of the great 
factors in the tragedy of Brutus. Mr. Hilton 
Edwards evidently has realised this, and he 
has not shirked the tisk of showing the 
crowd in action on what is one of the smallest 
stages in blin. 

More than anything else, it is his remarkable 
handling of the cast that ‘mpresses one in 
“ Julius Caesar.” He has been able to fill 
the stage with a mass of humanity (at one 
period there must have been over fifty people 
there)}—gesticulating, shouting, and running 
about, without givin, the least impression 
that anything was overcrowded or un aatural. 
At times, indeed, he allows his crowd to out- 
weigh the individuals, and Antony's oration 
might have been more effective if ihe had 
been allowed to hold ti. stage unchailenged 
by the comments and cheers of ‘is hearers. 
it Mr. Edwards has made a mistake at all, 
it is by making his production too spectacu- 
lar; but. g it as it stands, one feels 
that he has never done a better piece of 


work. 

Much of the interest in last night’s per- 
formance was due to the te ag of two 
new actors in the com 2any—James Mason and 


Basil Gill. Mr. Mason's interpretation of 
Brutus hints that he may become a very valu- 
able asset. He played the part in ‘a dry, 


almost matter-of-fact way, never over-stress- 
ing his lines, and yet never under-stressing 
them. In the scenes before the battle of 
Philippi he was at his best, and showed that. 
although restrained, he is quite capable of 
dea'ing with emotional parts. Mr. Mason, 
though efficient as Cassius, was inclined to be 
over-robust, and “ declaimed ” his part in a 
manner that was not quite suited to the 
general style of the production. 

Mr. Edwards himself gave a dignified and 
effective rendering of Cesar; but the best per- 
formance of the evening was undoubtedly that 
of Micheal MacLiammoir as Mark Antonv. 
He is a versatile actor, but he excels in poetic 
plays, and, perhaps, nobody in Dublin can 
speak verse so well. His sense of rhythm 
in delivery; and the sure manner in which he 
leads up to the climax of his speeches are both 
seen to their best in this play. Coralie Car- 
michael was good as Portia, and, among the 
other actors, one noticed Roy Irving. Ria 
Mooney, Donald Beaven, Lionel Dymoke and 
Robert Hennessy. e casting was very well 
done, especially in the choice of the main 
parts. 

The play has been produced almost in its 
entirety, though some scenes are missing. not- 
ably that which deals with the rise of the 
triumvirate after Cesar’s murder. There are 
few changes of scene, and, although the run- 
ning together of the scenes has rather an an- 
netural effect at times. it has been done in- 
te"igently and well. Many scene-changes, in 
f t, would have been impossible, for Mr. 
Edwards, in order to display his crowds to 
the best advantage, has erected a massive

“LILAC TIME ” AT THE 
GAIETY THEATRE - 


After its short season of vaudeville it was 
refreshing to find the Gaiety Theatre manage-

"THE King and Queen will entertain 
T about twenty foreign Royalties at 
Buckingham Palace for the Royal wedding, 
including the King and Queen of Norway, 
who are uncle and aunt of the Duke of 
Kent. Prince Paul of Yugeslavia, now 
Senior Regent of that country, had in- 
tended to be present, since Princess 
Marina is his sister-in-law, but his work 
is too pressing at the moment to allow him 
to leave Belgrade, and his wife, Princess 
Olga, may accompany her sister. During 
the stay of these visitors at the Palace 
there will be several social functions, in- 
cluding a State ae on the eve of the 
wedding, and possibly a State ball or 
concert on another evening. Curiosity has 
been aroused concerning the Duke of 
Kent's principal supporter at his wedding, 
now that the names of the bridesmaids 
have been published, and there is a general 
belief, though unconfirmed, that it will be 
the Prince of Wales. The Prince and 
Duke, however, have been such close 
friends for years that it seems reasonablo 
to conclude that the Prince will act as his 
brother’s best man. 


Honours for Airmen? 


The King takes a deep interest in the 
Australia air race, and is following the 
fortunes of the competitors by means of a 
specially prepared chart, which is altered 
as reports arrive from the Air Ministry, 
giving the position of the various 
machines. In aviation circles there is an 
idea that the successful pilots will receive 
some special honour, in addition to the big 
money prize offered. It is generally agreed 
that this race is the last of the experi- 
mental journeys by aeroplane, and tnat 
there will be no more long distance 
journeys, with huge sums of money de- 
pendent upon success. Australia, the 
other side of the world, has been reached 
in little over two days, and this achieve- 
ment will satisfy public opinion. Flights 
from America to Europe, or vice versa, 
have passed out of the remarkable stage, 
and have become almost a common place ; 
and now comes Australia’s turn.

Deirdre 
Mr. E. W. Lynam, the Keeper of Maps 


at the British Museum, read a paper on 
“ The Story of Deirdre and its Modern 
Versions’’ to members of the Gaelic 
League last night. Mr. Art O’Brien was 
in the chair. The paper dealt extensively 
with the copies of the earliest and 
simplest versions of the story found in 
the 12th century Book óf Leinster, the 
14th century Yellow Book, and in two 
other MSS.—one in '‘Irinity College, 
Dublin, and the other in the British 
Museum. For the last forty years, said 
ithe lecturer, all the greatest Irish writers, 
from Sir Samuel Ferguson to James 
Stephens, seemed to have considered it 
their duty to compose a work on this 
theme. ‘ The fate of the children of 
Usnach,”’ he continued, “ is one of the 
world’s greatest tales, but it did not 
appear in print till about 1762, when 
Macpherson included a very romanticised 
and almost unrecognisable version of it in 
his Ossianic poems, where it is called 
“ Darthula.’’ The earliest version had 
every appearance of being based on f ict, 
but modern Irish historians, though 
generally agreed that the period repre- 
sented must be about the first century 
before Christ, had not yet found any 
real ground for belief that any of these 
personages, even Conachar, ever really 
existed. Read as a record, it became very 
like other Northern European stories of 
the early d..s of our era, in that it 
described the ambitions, intrigues and 
feuds of a small group-.of persons closely 
related to those who formed the 
aristocracy of the land; and this fact 
gave it historical credibility. :

LYING-OFFICER HAROLD D. GIL- 
MAN and Flight-Lieutenant J. K. C. 
Baines were burned to death when their 
‘plane crashed in the mountains about 
100 miles from here to-day—the first 


competitors in the Melbourne Air Race. 
After almost continuous bad luck the 
two fliers hopped off from Rome for 
Athens at 3.55 this morning in their 
Fairey Fox machine. Nothing more was 
heard of them until their crash. ) 
The tragedy took place in the very diffi- 
cult mountainous region round the little 
village of Palazzo San Gervasio in the 
Apennines, near Foggia, on the borders of 
the provinces of Potenza and Apulia, in 
the heel of Italy. 
The ’plane fell from a height of nearly 
5,000 feet, according to the story of a 
peasant working on the hillside some way 
from where the disaster occurred. 
As soon as it hit the ground it burst 
into. flames. The Carabinieri from 
Palazzo San Gervasio were immediately 
sumimonéed, but they could do nothing, 
for the two fliers were already dead. The 
machine was still burning, but hardly 
anything ‘more than charred ruins were 
left. 
The Carabinieri then got into touch with 
the aviation camp at Grottaglie. Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Bernerbi, the Commandant, 
went immediately to the scene of the 
tragedy and superintended the salvage of 
the machine and removal of the charred 
bodies of Baines and Gilman. 


NEAR LANDING-GROUND 
The ‘plane crashed only a hundred 
yards from a provisional landing ground 
made on a smal] plateau of hilly country. 
It is probable; therefore, that there was 
something the matter with their engine, 
and that they were trying to make for 
this open space, but crashed on the hill 
side hefore reaching it. 

When they made their early start this 
morning, after sleeping last night by their 
machine, they very nearly turned over, 
according to eye-witnesses at the aero- 
drome. As they taxied across the field 
the *plane made a sudden half-turn, and 
looked as if it was going almost to cap- 
size, but 1t recovered its restaging pro- 
ceeded in a new direction. : 
Their bad luck had been continuous. On 
the first day they were forced down at 
Avord, near Lyons, owing to bad weather, 
but fought on later to Marseilles. When 
Flying Officer Gilman got there he re- 
ported that the tail of his machine was 
damaged. , 

He left Marseilles for Rome on Sunday 
morning, and arrived in Rome at 1.18 p.m. 
un that day.

THE NAVAL TALKS 


The Times in a leading article to-day 
remarks:—The first informal contacts 
between the American and Japanese 
naval delegations, and between them and 
the British Government, having been 
made last week, the bilateral conversa- 
tions of last summer will be resumed to- 
day, with a meeting between the British 
and Japanese delegations? over which the 
Prime Minister will preside. 

The limitation of armaments has been 
so well worth while, both psychologically 
and measured in benefit to the taxpayer, 
that some sacrifice is as well justified as 
it is necessary for the sake of further 
agreement. It has been indicated in 
Tokyo, as reported by our Correspondent 
this morning, that the abrogation of the 
Washington Treaty by Japan will depend 
on the reception of her proposals by the 
British and American delegations, This, 
to say the least of it, is a one-sided way 
of stating the position. The Japanese 
spokesmen in Tokyo and in London have 
quite clearly announced that they will 
not accept the ratio of three to the five of 
Great Britain and the United States of 
America, which has held good for all these 
years. Their refusal of itself completely 
upsets the Washington Treaty. Nothing, 
apparently, can keep the Washington 
Treaty in being except a complete Anglo- 
American acceptance of the 
There is no desire to disturb 
the basis of the treaty, except in Japan. 
On the other hand, Japan's reluctance to 
accept a formally inferior position to any 
other country is fully realised here, and 
there should be some means of combining 
the principle of the equality of all with 
an undertaking not to build more than a 
certain tonnage for a definite period of 
years. 

When Admiral Yamamoto said that the 
right of equality in regard to naval de- 
fence formed the hasis of Japan's pro- 
posals, he added that no actual figures 
which would ensure that. equality had 
yet been put forward. There is clearly 
still scope for adjustment. In any case, 
neither technical figures nor political 
issues come into discussion at present. The 
full conference will take them up, and 
other countries will then be present. The 
purpose of the preliminary talks: is to 
make it possible for the conference to be

ANOTHER DEFENDANT 
GETS THREE YEARS 


FTER a six months’ legal battle to 
secure their release, three © Tip- 
perary men, who were .ound guilty of 
complicity in the shooting of a brother 
of the Thurles rate collector were yester- 
day convicted by the Military Tribunal 
and sentenced to terms of imprisonment. 
The :nen are:— 

Jeremiah Ryan, a former Colonel of 
the Free State Army, and a member of 
the Central Council of the League of 
Youth, who was sentenced to nine months’ 
imprisonment. 

Aubert Johnston, who was sentenced 
to three years’ imprisonment, and to 
terms of nine months, .arce months and 
six months upon other charges, the sen- 
tences to run concurrently. 

Patrick Harty, who received a sen- 
tence of nine months’ imprisonment. 

The sentences were ordered by the 
Tribunal to take effect ; from the date 
of the arrests, 22nd ..pril, 1934, which 
means that each of the sentences is 
shortened by six months as from yester- 
day. 

A fourth man, James Cantwell, who 
was arrested with Ryan and the others 
six months ago, was discharged by the 
Tribunal, having been found not guilty 
on all counts against him.

But, perhaps, the deepest thing in 
her nature, realised by only her intimate 
friends, was her life-long devotion to the 
poor. 


It was this that caused her to work in a 
hospital in the poorest district of Edinburgh 
for the sake of medical experience, so that 
she might better understand their conditions, 
and consequently be in a better position to 
help them. 

Needless to say until she went to Nigeria 
she was the idol of the Irish peasantry in 
the remote western district of Ireland in 
which she lived.

» Hostility to M. Doumergue’s scheme of 
constitutional reform was expressed by 
the managing committee of the Radical 
Group of the Senate—the most important 
group numerically in the Upper House— 
at a meeting this afternoon. 
The Prime Minister’s proposal is that 
the President of the Republic alone 
should henceforward have the right to 
dissolve Parliament. The prerogative is 
shared at present between thé President 
and the Senate, the consent of the Senate 
being necessary. 
The issue will be raised directly at the 
Radical Party Congress, which opens at 
Nantes on Thursday. The vote there to 
be taken on the proposed constitutional 
reform will be tantamount to a vote for or 
against the Government and for or against 
the Radicals, headed by M. Herriot, re- 
maining in the Cabinet. 
The decision of the Congress will, there- 
fore, be the pivot upon which the future 
existence of the Cabinet will turn. 
The-outlook at présent is not regarded 
as very hopeful for M. Doumergue, but 
in well-informed circles it is thought that 
he will water down somewhat the prin- 
ciples of his scheme to a form which will 
be accepted, if not relished, by the 
‘Radicals. 
‘* Alarums and excursions,”’ which will, 
no doubt, be exploited by the Socialists 
and Communists, are expected between 
the present date and the. rée-assembly of 
Parliament on November 6th, but it is 
thought probable that the Premier will 
remain in control of the situation. —.

AT FRACTION OF COST 


Further, large sections still depended for 
théir supply upon shallow wells and open 
streams, both of which were. liable to con- 
siderable and dangerous contamination from 
surface drainage water. It was apparent, 
therefore, that opportunities were available 
for, the uséful development of water supplies 
through the country as a whole. . 

In many cases the cost of such develop- 
ments along hitherto accepted lines was very 
high, and the community affected could not 
ge br to this themselves without aid. 
Recent developments, however, had enabled 
plentiful water supplies to be given to areas 
at a‘fraetion of the cost of new schemes, and 
much could still be done along those lines. 


THE HYDROSTAT 
- DESCRIBED 

“The development to which I have just 
referred as being new in water supply, said 
Commandér MaeLeay, “is the drostat, 
which has been “applied successfully to so 
many problems which concern the water 
engineer and surveyor.’ 7 

The Hydrostat, the lectuter described,. was 
essentially an hydraulic power transformer 
of vremar high efficiency, by means of 
which power generated by water at low pres- 
pate was used to provide a rtionate 
supply at a high pressure. It was, in fact, 
an’ hydraulic intensifier or “hydraulically 
operated pump, and the principle on which 
it worked was simple. 

The machine consisted of a motive cylinder, 
with piston directly coupled to a pumping 
cylinder, also provided with a piston, and 
both were fitted with céntrol valves. The 
valves, admitting and exhausting power 
water to the motive cylinder, were hydrauli- 
cally operated and under the control of a 
pilot valve directly actuated by the motive 
piston. The suction and delivery valves 
on the pumping side were of the simple auto- 
matic type usual in reciprocating pumps. .:0 
lubricatiop in the usual sense of the word 
was required for the machine, as it was en- 
tirely water lubricated, and this avoided con- 
tamination of the water, either in the motive 
or pumping cylinders, which would inevit- 
ably occur if oil was used for the purpóse. 
One of the outstanding features of the Hydro- 
stat was its simplicity. which enabled it to 
be installed aud left working for long periods 
without any maintenance or inspection. It 
was quite usual to instal these machines 
underground in a concrete chamber, and they 
were so foolproof aud robust that even if 
the chambers became flooded the hydrostats 
would. still. continue working perfectly, al- 
though completeiy covered with water. 


‘APPLICATION TO PROBLEMS 
“fo elaborate on these applications, the 
lecturer dealt with a number of examples of 
Hydrostats actually in operation. e of 
these dealt with a tovn drawing a supply 
from a main reservoir which at one period 
had to construct a second reservoir on the 
| far side of the town to relieve the distribu- 
| tion mains and to feed back at heavy draw- 
off periods: This balancing Jeservoir was 
fed by a 4” diameter pipe direct from the 
main reservoim Owing to increasing’ con- 
sumption and the incrustation of the 4 pp: 
duplication ot which would have entailed 
heavy expense, the supply to the balancing 
reservoi” beci m. deficient, and at times was 
completely emptied. To increase the flow in 
the 4” pme a hydrostat was installed, using 
a small drop im the pressure in the supply 
pipe from the main reservoir direct to the 
town to boost the pressure of the 4" pipe 
‘supplying the balancieg -erervoir, and now 
received an ample sup):y.- oe 

In rural, suburbeyn and other districts 
where the quantities of sewerage to be dealt 
with were not large, and where the cost of con- 
structing deep sewers to secure gravity out- 
fall would be vey great, the hydrostat 
offered many advantages. It was operated 
from any water main, the water often being 
exhausted tc ine high level sewer, or it could 
be returned to the driving main. This was 
‘a perfectly safe procedire, as the design of 
the hydrostat definiteiy a ee possi- 
bility of contamination of the driving water. 

There was no hydraulic connection between 
the motive and pumping ends of the pump, 
but in cases where the driving water was 
returned to the mains th; hy rostat could 
be placed.‘: a separate chamber above and 
to the side of the rte b ig pamp, which ren- 
dered the separation still more prefect.

Corbett’s superior close-quarter fighting 
gave King a good deal of trouble, but the 
Manchester man held his ground at long 
range, and his long left repeatedly found 
Corbett’s face. There was plenty of en- 
thusiasm in the work of both, and in Round 5 
each took heavy punches. 

King almost lifted Corbett off his feet with 
a terrific right, and Corbett also got in with 
blows straight from the shoulder. King 
could make little impression on Corbett, who 
seemed to revel in the heavy blows that came 
his way as the bout progressed; but still 
King had his share of punishment. 

In the eighth round King was hleeding 
from the nose. In the next the men had the 
crowd on their toes when King put Corbett 
across the ropes with a cerrific left, and got 
home a right which dased the Londoner, 
who was glad to hang on. 

Corbett did most of the scoring in the 
twelfth and thirteenth rounds with straight 
lefts. but once he was sent back with a 
smashing right-hand punch to the jaw. They 
fought at a great pace in the closing round, 
and both were very tired indeed when the 
final gong sounded. 

The verdict met with a mixed reception, 
and there was some booing.

WON FROM THE MARSHES 


Italy has conquered a new province, not 
by the arts of war, but by the arts of peace, 
writes a correspondent. On December 18 
the land which has been reclaimed from the 
swainpy and malarious Pontine marshes will 
be proclaimed the ninety-third province of 
the kingdom. 

The work that has been accomplished is 
almost incredible, especially when it is re- 
membered that only two and a half years will 
have elapsed since the first stone of the first 
town—Littoria—was laid. 

To Littoria has already been added 
Sabaudia, and it is now decided to begin 
with the erection of a third town—Pontinia— 
on December 19. 

Already 1,500 families are living in com- 
fortable houses on this reclaimed land, and 
20,000 men are continuing the work of 
reclaiming the next section which has been 
scheduled,

Te Japanese Foreign Office wishes to 
spend more than £5,000,000 on new 
“diplomatic enterprises’ during the 
yeur 1962-36, writes Reuter from Tokio, 

This is revealed by the Foreign Office 
drait budget, which divides estimates for new 
urrangements inte £920,000 under ordinary 
accounts and £2,170,000 under extraordinary 
aceounts. These figures are an increase of 
£800,000 and £1,640,000 on the corresponding 
figures for the current year. 

An additional £672, is wanted, accord- 
ing to Ashi Shimbun, for “new diplomatic 
operations made necessary by Japan’s new 
sosition in East Asia since the rise of 
Manchukuo,”’ as well as for special negotia- 


tions with other countries incidental te 
Japan's withdrawal from the- League of 


Nations; for the 1 Naval Disarmament 
Conference, and for negotiations with Great 
Britain, China, the U.8.8.R., the United 
States and other countries on “certain un- 
specified matters. 

A sum of £525,000 is asked for in connec- 
tion with the expansion of Foreign Office 
organisation and scor agencies abroad. 
Contemplated increases in the staff of new 
ofhces and changes in the status of exist- 
ing offices abroad will involve an expenditure 
of £220,000. Increases in the functions of 
offices abroad will require another £212,500, 
and the appointment of expert clerks, 
accountants and telegraphists and improve- 
ment of the facilities for their work will take 
£72,000. 


The Japanese Foreign Office wants to open ' 


legations in the Union of South Africa, 
Egypt, Ethiopia, Finland and Latvia, and to 
establish a diplomatic agency in Uruguay. 
The consulates at Amoy, Tsitsihar and Bom- 
bay are scheduled for elevation to the status 
of consulates-general, and new offices with 
the same status are contemplated for New 
Delhi and Baghdad. | 

Consulates are planned for Wellington, 
New Zealand; Heiho, Manchukuo; Wuchow, 
South China; Beirut, Syria; Karachi, India; 
Casablanca, Morocco; San Salvador, El 
Salvador; Caracas, Venesuela; Irkutsk, 
U.S.8.R., and Santos and Ribeirao Preto, 
Brazil. 

For protection and promotion of trade the 
Foreign Office would like to have £150,000, 
An office would be opened in Osaka to keep 
in closer touch with commercial interests 
there, and the ‘commercial bureau of the 
Foreign Office would be expanded, about 
fifty persons being added to the staff. More 
commercial commissioners would be appointed, 
as well as two more commercial counsellors, 
seven commercial secretaries of embassies, 
fourteen ¢ommercial consuls and twenty-three 
commercial viece-consuls—all for service 
abroad, 

For the “international cultural bureau”’ to 


be established’ in the Foreign Office an 
appropriation. of £150,000 is asked. This 
amount will also finance the proposed

IN RUSSIA SINCE PARTITION 
Art treasures and flags taken from Poland 
nearly 150 years ago have how been brought 
back io Warsaw. They are the last of those 
confiscated by the Russians at the time of the 
partitions of Poland. i 
The three itions of Poland between 
Austria, Russia and Prussia took piace in 
1773, 1793 and 1795. They resul in the 
extinction of the ancient fg 2g of Poland. 
The present restoration has taken be 
in accordance with the Treaty of Riga, 
signed between Poland and the U.S.S.R. at 
the end of the war of 1920. 
A Polish-Soviet commission was set up to 
supervise the ing*out of the clause of the 
treaty about. works of art, states Reuter. The 
treasures now brought back to Warsaw (like 
others previously restored) are those asked 
for by the Polish members of the Commis- 


sion. 

This latest batch consists of :— 

1. Sixteen flags and standards of the Polish 
Army. Char Si. eon the reign of Kin 
Stanilas-Augustus. Ponfatowski (last King o 
Poland before the partitions); the insurrec: 
tion oí Kosciusko (794 ; the Grand Duchy 
of Warsaw (set up during the Napoleonic 
barra and the Kingdom of Poland, estab- 
lished by the Congress of Vienna in 1814, 
with the Tsar of Russia as Ei: ca 
These flags were formerly kept in the 
Artillery Museum at Leningrad. 

2. Three pictures from the Hermitage 
Museum at Leningrad—the “Harvest” of 
Wouverman, “ The .Enchanters” of Pietro 
della Vecchio, and a landscape by Wynats. 

3. Two thousand manuscripts, dating from 
the sixteenth to the nineteenth century, 
which were originally in the Zaluski Library 
and the University Library at Warsaw. 

4. More than, 1,200 books which belonged 
to the various religious orders suppressed by 
the Russian Government early in the 
nineteenth century. (Five thousand more 
books will be brought to Warsaw shortly.)
